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Woman is 
killed as 
her car 
overturns 

A YOUNG woman in her 20s 
died when her car over¬ 
turned on a main road near 
Kidderminster and was hit 
by a van. 

The accident happened on 
the A449 at Cookley at 
5.45am on Tuesday. 

The woman who wasn’t 
named yesterday, was 
driving a blue Renault Clio 
towards Kidderminster 
when police said she lost 
control and overturned. 

It was then in collision 
with a white Peugeot van. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service said the 
woman was declared dead at 
the scene. The driver of the 
van was uninjured. 

The road was closed in 
both directions. Police cars 
blocked the road at the junc¬ 
tion of Caunsall Road in one 
direction and at the junction 
with Common Barn Lane in 
the other. 

Ambulance Service 
spokesman Murray Mac¬ 
Gregor said: “The car had 
suffered significant damage. 
A tree and lamp post were 
damaged nearby. 

“It quickly became clear 
nothing could be done to 
save the woman in the car.” 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses to come forward. 
Anyone with information is 
asked to call officers on 101.

PLANS to overhaul car park charges 
at Kidderminster Hospital and axe pay 
and display machines are being 
drawn up by health bosses. 

They say patients want to see hourly fees intro¬ 
duced at the site. At the moment people have to pay 
for two-hour periods, meaning some may pay for 
more time than they actually need. 


Delay in 
shortlist 
is given a 
welcome 

HEALTH campaigner and 
former MP Dr Richard 
Taylor has welcomed a delay 
in a list of options being 
drawn up for the future of 
Kidderminster Hospital. 

He said he hoped lessons 
had been learned from past 
controversial decisions. 

Six models of care have 
been drawn up, two of which 
could lead to Kidderminster 
Hospital being closed or 
downgraded. 

Dr Taylor, who was 
elected Wyre Forest MP in 
2001 while fighting the 
closure of the hospital’s 
A&E department, said the 
NHS was showing a “differ¬ 
ent approach” this time 
round. 

He said the NHS was 
making an effort to listen to 
the public’s views. 

NHS leaders were 
expected to announce their 
preferred options last week. 
But it was decided more 
information was needed 
before releasing the options. 

Health chiefs want to look 
more closely at the impact 
the changes would have. 


Now health chiefs are 
drawing up plans to change 
the car parks along with 
ones at Worcestershire 
Royal Hospital in Worcester 
to introduce new pay scales. 

Under the proposals, the 
pay and display machines 
would be replaced with a 
barrier and pay kiosk system 
allowing people to pay as 
they leave. 

The number of drop-off 
points for visitors would also 
be increased. 

The proposals will go to 
the hospital trust’s board on 
September 26. 

The trust’s website says 
the plans are in response to 
patient comments. 

Feedback 

It says: “The business case 
will be completed for Sep¬ 
tember’s board meeting, 
with changes expected to be 
made by the end of this 
year.” 

Patients will be asked for 
feedback on the plans before 
they are introduced. 

The car park charges now 
apply 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. The first 20 
minutes is free, then it’s £3 
for two hours, £4.50 for up to 
four hours, £6 for up to six, 
and £7.50 for six to 24 hours. 

Councillor Nigel Knowles 
who has campaigned for hos¬ 
pital parking fees to be abol¬ 
ished, said: “I think 
charging for car parking at 
hospitals is disgusting. 

“It is punishing people 
when they are at their most 
vulnerable.”

The 42-home development 
will be on the former Blake- 
down Nurseries, Blake- 
down. 

Wyre Forest Council’s 
planning committee voted to 
approve Barrett West Mid¬ 
lands’ scheme. 

The developer must 
finalise the financial contri¬ 
bution to the community 
before it can start work on 
the 33 houses, seven bunga¬ 
lows and two flats. 

Of the 42 homes, 19 will be 
affordable housing. 

Churchill and Blakedown 
Parish Council, Hagley 
Parish Council and 21 resi¬ 
dents opposed the scheme. 
The objections covered 
issues including an apparent 
a lack of affordable housing, 
highway safety and over¬ 
development. 

But Councillor Pauline 
Haywood said: “There could 
be more affordable housing 
provided, but that would not 
have been practical. 

“I think we have to look at 
this also from a business 
point of view. I believe the 
developer has listened to the 
local concerns - I can’t vote 
against this.” 

Councillor Marcus Hart 
said: “We are always com¬ 
plaining that not enough 
affordable housing is provid¬ 
ing in housing plans, but 19 
out of 42 is not a bad job.” 

Catapult man

A MAN who was convicted 
of offences including firing a 
catapult at swans in 
Bewdley was given a two- 
year Criminal Anti-Social 
Behaviour Order. 

The order bans Edmund 
Wade, 61, of no fixed 
address, from part of 
Wolverley where he caused 
problems through drunken 
and abusive behaviour.

Council to 
help with 
housing 

WYRE Forest District 
Council is to introduce a 
mortgage scheme to help 
struggling first-time home 
buyers. 

The national scheme has 
already been successfully 
introduced by 27 local 
authorities. 

The scheme would help 
people who can afford mort¬ 
gage repayments, but lack a 
large deposit. 

It would allow first-time 
buyers to get a 95 per cent 
mortgage on similar terms 
as a 75 per cent mortgage, 
but without the large 
deposit normally required. 

The council would provide 
an indemnity for up to 20 per 
cent of the total value of the 
mortgage. 

The indemnity would only 
be called upon if the bor¬ 
rower failed to make the 
repayments, and the prop¬ 
erty was sold at a loss. 

The scheme is planned to 
be in place by autumn 2012.

He added a slow puncture 
would have caused handling 
defects, and recorded a 
verdict of accidental death.

to be considered. 

Cardiac pathologist Dr 
Mary Sheppard told the 
inquest that 10 to 12 other¬ 
wise healthy people aged 
under 35 died every week 
from sudden adult death 
arrhythmia - irregular 
heartbeat - in this country, 
often while doing sport, and 
the figure could be as high as 
800 deaths a year. 

The Hearts of England 
Association has donated 
similar devices to Hale¬ 
sowen Cycle and Athletics 
Club and Moseley RFC.

Delay in bid for Lottery 
cash to preserve castle

CAMPAIGNERS hoping to buy a 
castle near Kidderminster have 
delayed submitting a vital 
funding bid to allow more time to 
work on the proposal. 

Hartlebury Castle Preservation Trust 
planned to submit its application for first- 
phase funding from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund this month. 

But members said they had put this back 
until December to give them more time to 
develop the bid. They said the delay would 
“save time in the long run”. 

If approved a second, more detailed, 
application would then be submitted to 
secure the cash needed to finalise the sale. 

Members of the trust agreed a price of 
£2.45 million with site owners, the Church 
Commissioners just over a month ago. 

The listed castle, once home to the 
Bishop of Worcester, has been deemed 
surplus to requirements. The trust wants 
to keep the castle for educational purposes 
and ensure it remains open to the public. 

Spokesman Amanda Price said: “The 
bid has to contain a lot of information 
about what we plan to do and we simply do 
not want to rush it. Our aim is to submit 
the best bid possible and this will give us 
time to do that.” 

An earlier attempt to secure cash from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund was rejected 
last year because of other applications. But 
officials from the fund said they would be 
willing to look at the application again. 

Among the plans for the site include the 
creation of an enterprise centre to support 
small businesses. 

The agreed price includes the grounds 
and parkland and the long-term loan of 
important pictures and furniture.

Town built on sausages and steel 



THE “pedigree” for a genuine Brierley Hill 
person used to be that their dad worked 
down the steelworks, while their mum was 
making sausages. 

That’s according to 
veteran Black Country 
author and historian Ned 
Williams, who lives in 
Wolverhampton. 

Ned and fellow 
members of the Mount 
Pleasant Local History 
Group, Quarry Bank have 
now produced a book 
called Brierley Hill at 
Work, featuring more than 
200 photographs of the old 
industries that provided 
the bread and butter of 
most people in the town. 

Many of them are of 
workers at Round Oak 
Steelworks, which 

sprawled across the area 
now occupied by the giant

centre and employed more than 4,000, and sausage making 
factory Marsh & Baxter, where more than 1,000 were 
employed. 

Other companies included in the 128-page paperback 
book include Richard Thomas and Baldwin, the steel 
processor, which was in Brockmoor and provided jobs for 
nearly 1,000 people. 

Brierley Hill Market traders also star in the book, along 
with shopkeepers, local police, fire and transport staff. 

Vanished 

“As we worked on the book it became obvious that Brier¬ 
ley Hill is one of those places almost totally defined by the 
work that used to go on there - even though many of those 
industries have vanished,” said Ned, aged 68, a tutor 
organiser for Wolverhampton’s Workers Educational Asso¬ 
ciation. 

“The town is still associated with Round Oak Steelworks 
and Marsh & Baxter - and a proper Brierley Hill pedigree 
had dad down the steelworks and mum making sausages, 
with a few examples of gender reversal. Of all the towns 
I’ve looked at, I have never found one more obsessed with 
the work it used to do.” 

He added: “If you look at Brierley Hill now, I would say 
it is dominated by retailing - but the market traders are 


still there, some of whom have been on their stalls for 50 
years, to give an idea of the tradition passed on. ” 

The book’s cover features a photograph of men working 
on a locomotive as part of the railway system that used to 
carry raw materials and steel around the Round Oak 
works, which closed in 1980 after 140 years in the town. 

Ned said the history group members had been keen to 
show some of the support work that used to go on in the 
main industries of Brierley Hill - so the Round Oak photo¬ 
graphs highlight the jobs of chemists, draftsmen and engi¬ 
neers as well as those sweating it out by the furnaces. 

Marsh & Baxter, which was between North Street and 
Church Street and had an underground tunnel where the 
pigs used to walk to be slaughtered, started in the town in 
1871 and sold out to FMC - the Fatstock Meat Corporation 
- in the 1960s. 

Photographs from the old sausage factory show workers 
ranging from the slaughtermen to girls dressed in crisp 
white uniforms making pies and sausages. 

Brierley Hill at Work is part of the Britain in Old Photo¬ 
graphs series produced by The History Press. It is the 
Mount Pleasant Local History Group’s third book about 
Brierley Hill and Ned’s 48th about the Black Country and 
was released at a book launch at Bank Street Methodist 
Church, Bank Street, Brierley Hill. 

The book, priced at £12.99 is available at shops including 
WH Smith and Water stones, Merry Hill.

Triple tragedy blamed 
on speed and alcohol

HIGH speed and alcohol 
played a part in the deaths of 
three young people when the 
high-performance car they 
were in smashed into a tree 
after a night out, an inquest 
heard. 

Luke Morris, of Kidderminster, was 
estimated to have been driving 
between 67.9 and 82.2 mph on a road 
with a 50mph speed limit. 

He had also consumed alcohol 
which, although it was below the 
drink-drive limit, was a factor in the 
death of himself, his partner Elizabeth 
Stanley, and his sister Rebecca 
Townsend, said the coroner. 

Christopher Finch, who had seen the

black Nissan 200 SX Coupe just before 
the accident, said in a statement that, 
as Mr Morris drove along Pershore 
High Street, there was a “loud swoosh” 
from the turbo charger and the vehicle 
accelerated “violently and aggres¬ 
sively”. 

Mr Morris, aged 22, of Robins Court, 
Spennells, died from a brain injury and 
multiple trauma in the crash on the 
B4084, near Pershore Agricultural 
College, just after midnight on June 9. 

Injured 

Front-seat passenger Miss Stanley, 
24, of Foxholes, Kidderminster, who 
was Luke’s girlfriend and mother of 
two children, died from heart and res¬ 
piratory failure due to multiple 
trauma. 

Mr Morris’s Wordsley-born sister

Rebecca Townsend, Luke’s sister 

Becky Townsend, 26, of Wick, Per¬ 
shore, died from shock and haemor¬ 
rhage caused by multiple trauma. Her 
husband Craig was critically injured. 

Pathologist Dr Christopher Allen 
said Mr Morris had a blood alcohol 
reading of 47mg. The limit is 80mg. 

Worcestershire coroner Geraint 
Williams, recording accidental death 
verdicts at the Stourport inquest, said: 
“The vehicle was driven at very high 
speed, lost control on a left-hand bend, 
crossed the central reservation, 
mounted the kerb and a grass verge 
and crashed into a tree, causing hor¬ 
rific injuries to all four occupants. 

“I’ve no doubt that speed was the 
cause of the collision I also have no 
doubt that alcohol also played a part.”

Wyre Forest lillP fights 
'unfair* pricing of fuel 


WYRE Forest MP Mark 
Gamier raised the issue of 
unfair fuel pricing in a special 
debate at Westminster Hall 
which included Transport 
Department minister Stephen 
Hammond. 

In the debate titled Fuel Prices in 
Wyre Forest, Mr Gamier argued that 
people in his constituency were doubly 
penalised. 

They had to travel longer distances 
to get to work. And fuel providers 
charged more per litre to rural resi¬ 
dents. 

With fewer fuel stations and scarcer 
public transport in the area, the big 
fuel retailers faced lower competition 
and so could get away with charging 
higher prices, he said. 

The Office of Fair Trading has 
launched an investigation into fuel 
pricing and Mr Gamier is confident 
that its report will expose the unfair¬ 
ness. 

Speaking after the debate, the Tory 
MP said: “This is something that I 
have been working on for 18 months. 

“The inequity of charging my con¬ 
stituents and other rural and semi- 
rural communities higher prices than 
their urban cousins must stop. 

“Although it appears that we have 
had some success, reducing Wyre 
Forest’s premium from 6p per litre to 
around lp per litre, we need to ensure 
that the overpricing doesn’t start 
again. 

“That is why I will not stop until we 
have stable fairness in the system.”

Nigella returns to dish 
up another tasty treat 


S he’s been off our screens for 
a while now, but it’s probably 
fair to say that Nigella Lawson 
has inspired a whole new 
generation of eager cooks - 
whether they would be mostly of 
the male variety because of her, 
shall we say, descriptive methods 
of demonstration is purely 
speculation - but however she’s 
done it, the Beeb’s number one 
food lady is a wealth of knowledge 
when it comes to all things tasty. 

Through her endless well- 
thought-out telly offerings and a 
number of recipe books over the 
years, Nigella has given us reason 
to stop cowering behind our 
cheesecake when meal-time 
conversation inevitably turns to who 
will be the next poor soul to host 
festivities. 

This time around, in Nigellissima 
(Monday, BBC2,8.30pm), the 
cook is presenting a guide to Italian 
cuisine, keen to demonstrate how 
traditional and exciting meals 
needn’t be a chore to knock up, and 
can actually use ingredients that 


are widely available in most 
supermarkets. It seems like we’re 
fast running out of excuses for 
slobbing out on the sofa and 
ordering takeaways. 

The kitchen set in which she will 
be working her magic has been 
purposely built and modelled 
entirely on her own kitchen at 
home, so she’s bound to be a dab- 
hand, right? Not that that was ever 
in doubt. 

She recently explained, on her 
website blog, the reasons for 
building a replica kitchen for the 
programme, rather than simply 
using her own; “I love my new 
kitchen and would have loved to 
film in it. But with one child doing 
GCSEs, another AS exams and yet 
another A-levels, it would not have 
been a good idea - or even 
possible. So we built a copy of my 
kitchen on set and it feels just like 
home.” 

That’s just as well because Nigella 
prides herself on her home-cooking 
being suitable for bringing together 
even the busiest of families. 


But what has inspired her to 
choose Italian food to base this 
latest series around? This isn’t 
Nigella’s first taste of the country, 
as she explains: “When I went to 
live in Italy when young, I said I’d 
do anything but clean lavatories; as 
a chambermaid in Florence, that is 
what I ended up doing! But I also 
learned about real Italian food, and 
by the time I’d left I had found my 
spiritual and gastronomic home. 

“I wanted to make a series of my 
sort of Italian food, inspired by the 
ethos and the ingredients, but fused 
with the way we live our lives, here, 
in the UK. I care about ease and 
accessibility, but I care most about 
passion and taste - and it is these 
crucial Italian factors I want to bring 
to the table and the television!” 

And first up on the menu is 
Sicilian pasta with tomatoes, garlic 
and almonds, a family feast of 
tagliata and Tuscan fries, and a 
fiery egg dish designed for late- 
night parties... so good we can 
almost taste it. 

Welcome back Nigella!

Hybrid proves a no-fuss option 




IF YOU want to feel as green as it is possible 
I behind the wheel, there’s not much 
that can top the sensation of humming 
along in virtual silence as an elec¬ 
tric motor delivers your forward 
^ motion. 

Toyota has spent more than a 
decade refining and 
improving its hybrid 
drive system and 
at the same time 
spread it 
over an increas¬ 
ing range of 
models. 

Now it is 
offering the 
still-fresh 
Yaris super¬ 
mini in hybrid 
form for the 
first time. 

It’s hard to 
spot that 
dual-power 
Yaris from its 
conventionally 
powered cousins. 
Toyota hybrid 
geeks will notice 


the blue-tinted badge at the front and a discreet ‘Hybrid 
Synergy Drive’ applique at the rear, but the biggest change 
is arguably the most beneficial. 

Due to the extra cooling demands of the hybrid system, 
there is a substantially larger grille at the front and the 
bumper has been restyled to accommodate it. It gives the 
Yaris Hybrid a bit more presence than the standard car and 
is all the better for it. 

Mechanically, though, there are no great surprises in 
store, just a few small detail tweaks to the hybrid recipe. 

The Yaris Hybrid uses essentially the same set up as the 
Auris Hybrid but with the four-cylinder petrol engine 
downsized to a more suitable 1.5-litres. 

Unchanged 

Sandwiched into the Yaris’s underbody is the petrol 
engine, inverter, electric motor and battery pack - but even 
more impressive than that, cabin space is unchanged over 
the standard car. 

Slotting all this tech into the diminutive Yaris inevitably 
means an impressive set of stats. 

The headline figures of 80.7mpg combined and 79g/km 
are spectacularly low, on a par with the best eco-diesel 
superminis and significantly better than any rival petrol- 
powered car. 

It also has a significant advantage over conventionally 
powered rivals in that it can operate in all-electric mode. 

There’s very little to distinguish the Yaris Hybrid from its 
siblings once you’ve climbed inside. 

The cabin is identical apart from a slightly different 
instrument display to keep you updated on the actions of 
the powertrain. It might not be the most exciting interior 


but it is obviously well built, with sizeable buttons and clear 
displays. Start it up and drive away with the car in Eco mode 
and whenever possible the Yaris will accelerate smoothly 
and silently away solely on electric power. 

That doesn’t necessarily mean slowly either, as you need 
a strong prod of the accelerator to get it to jump into petrol 
power. That’s a real boon in the city as you can stay electric 
below 31mph but still keep in the swim of traffic. 

When the 1.5-litre petrol engine does kick in, it does so 
without any huge fuss, and unless you have the right pedal 
pinned to the carpet, there’s very little in the way of noise. 

The system drives through a CVT gearbox for maximum 
efficiency, although the flip side to this is a steady hum from 
the engine when full acceleration is called for - but that 
shouldn’t be very often in a car this frugal. 

When driven with care and restraint, the Yaris Hybrid is 
in its element, and keeping a close eye on the system status 
in the instrument cluster promotes a thrifty driving style. 

Do so and your reward is not only low fuel consumption 
but also low noise as the petrol engine falls silent when not 
needed. Adding to the relaxing experience is the fact that 
the suspension does a good job of soaking up bumps, and 
while it’s no limousine, the Yaris Hybrid is a relaxed drive. 

The flipside is that the Yaris is not as much fun as some 
of its keen rivals and anyone looking for an eco-supermini 
with a sporty flavour is looking in the wrong place. 

However, the Yaris Hybrid is very good at what it is 
designed to do; provide a fuss-free, highly economical drive 
with the potential for all-electric running and do so while 
offering a good specification and the solid Toyota reputa¬ 
tion.
